Societe  Cotonniere  d'Egypte,  S.A.E.,  Successeurs  de  la  Mai  son 
G.  D.  Sarris,  Alexandria,  November  5th:- 

"Information  received  from  an  important  technical  expert  after 
making  an  extensive  tour  visiting  all  cotton-growing  areas  in  Lower 
and  Upper  Egypt  emphasizes  the  fact  that  the  crop  this  season  is 
a  vary  poor  one,  and  will  only  produce  about  6,000,000  cantars 
[approximately  1,240,000  American  bales].      His  ostimate  of  the 
crop  from  Upper  Egypt  is  28  por  C3nt.  less  than  last  season,  and 
about  20  per  cent,  in  Lev/or  Egypt.      The  Zagora  crops  which  wore 
grown  in  replacement  of  Sakels  in  many  areas,  owing  to  GovDrnment 
acreago  rDstrictions,  have  not  been  successful,  the  plants  showing 
general  weakness  causing  top  boll  shedding. 

"Sakals,  with  the  exception  of  Dakahlieh  Province  (Mansourah),  are 
generally  poor,  many  crops  from  districts  well  renewnod  for  their 
fine  silky  staples,  are  a  failure  this  season.
